Deception in 
Korea Rough 
on Americans

Washington, July 24 —(/P)—Amer- 


ican soldiers in Korea are battling 
a strange enemy whose identity is 
uncertain, whose commanders are 
namless, who fights murderously. 


The northern enemy looks ex- 


actly like the southern fr i e nd. 
The enemy uses this to advantage 
to strike by stealth. 


Even the best official records at 


the Pentagon are reported to con- 
tain the name of only one North 
Korean commander. This is 
in 


sharp contrast with World War II 
days, when the names of enemy 
field commanders were almost as 
familiar to American readers 
as 


those of United States leaders — 
Japanese like General Yamashita 
or Germans like Field 
Marshal 


Von Runstedt. 


What is the "North Ko r e an 


army" besides North Koreans? 


To date, the only official intima- 


tion has been a terse

administration in buying a home. 


This is the result of President 


Truman's order last week to gov- 
ernment agencies to tighten up a 
bit in their help to home-buyers.

If the veteran needs money to 


buy a home, he borrows from a 
bank or some other private lender. 


Until last week it was all right 


with VA if the lender didn't require 
any down payment at all. 
VA would go ahead and guaran- 


tee the bank against loss on the 
loan up to 60 per cent of it, a total 
of $7,500. 
Actuall.y in most cases, s o m e 


down payment was required by t^ie 
lender. But, starting last week, VA 
made a slight change in this. 


Now — in some cases — 
the 


veterans must make a down pay- 
ment of at least 5 per cent of the 
| cost of the home before VA guar- 
antees the loan. 


But — in other cases — the vet- 


eran still doesn't have to make a 
down payment if the lender doesn't 
require and the VA will still guar- 
antee it. 
When does he have to make the 


minimum down payment of 5 per 
cent, and when doesn't he? 


He does not when he 
borrows 


from a "supervised" lender. That 
is, a bank or 
ot h e r institution 


which is subject to state or federal 
supervision, such as auditing. 


But — if he borrows 
f r o m 
a 


"supervised" lender and does not 
have to make the down-payment, 
the veteran now must 
pay 
the 


"closing," costs on his 
ho m e- 


buying. This rule 
started 
la st 


week VA permitted the veteran to 
include the "closing" costs m tne 
loan. 
Here's something else: In ap- 


praising the value of a house —be- 
fore guaranteeing a loan on it — 


VA and FHA, a veteran got more 
government help than a non- vet- 
eran.) 
But after next Sept. 20 VA will 


not approve any more VA-FHA 
loans. This decision, since it was 
made months ago, is not new. 


The argument behind the end';'") 


this combination VA-FHA help was 
this: That it made a veteran pay 
a higher interest rate then if he got 
only a VA loan since the VA m- 
tere'st rate is 4 per cent but the 
combination runs a little o v e r 
that.
